No. 829-P.—The following Regulations issued by the Resident in Mysore under 
the Epidemic Diseases Act, III" of 1897, as applied to the Civil and Military Station of 
Bangalore, are published for general information. 

In exercise of the powers conferred under section 2, sub-section (i) of the Epidemic 
Diseases Act, Ill of 1897, as. applied to the Civil and Military Station of Bangalore, and 
delegated to him by sub-section g) of the same section by the Notification of the 
Government of India No. 567-.A., dated 12th February 1897, the Resident in Mysore is 

leased to prescribe, under the said Epidemic Diseases Act, and in supersession of all 
Eicuatone previously issued on the subject, the following Regulations to be obsetved 
in the Civil and Military Station of Baagalore. .

GENERAL ORGANIZATION. 


1. The general control of the arrangements, for the prevention and suppression of 
‘ plague in the Civil and Military Siationis in the hands of the Resident ia Mysore, who may 
lelegate such of the powers conferred by these Regulations as he may; think fit to the Presi- 
t, Municipal Commission, or to any other officer. The Resident may appoint an officer 
the accounts, and other clerical work, connected with plague expenditure. 
Residency Surgeon is responsible for the supervision of the.work of the 
| Officers, F the aa -Medical officers, and of the Hospital and 
‘staff, and also for the working of the Health Department of the Municipal 
subject to the orders of the Resident. 4

« 3: ‘the duties of the District Medical Officers are to visit cases of sickness and death, — 


to examjne arrivals, to supervise the work of supervisors in their districts, to superintet 
the disinfection of the houses of sick or suspected persons: also should no Spetial Plague 
Officer be appointed for the purpose, to bring to the notice of the Health Officer of the 
Municipal Commission any defects in the sanitation, or in the registration of vital Statistics 
in their districts, and generally to carry out such duties as gna§ be prescribed for thew By 
the Residency Surgeon. They will also transmit daily to the Health Officer q nominal r 
of all deaths reported in their respective districts. These nominal rolls should give the name, 
‘address and diseases, if ascertained, of the:deceased, with information as to «how the 
‘cause of death has been ascertained. 

4. The District Superintendent of Police will supervise the police arrangements con- 





nected with the observation and examination of travellers, the guarding of camps and the » 


watching of cemeteries, and is held responsible that his Police co-operate actively in the 
Carrying out of all measures for the prevention and suppression of plague. 

"A Chief Plague Officer, and Special Plague Officers, may be appointed by the 
Resident for the carrying out of arrangements for the disinfection and evacuation of 
infected places, for the organization and management of the labour employed on plague 


Gperations, and for such other duties as may be assigned to them by the Resident. 


6, Supervisors may be appointed for the purposes of keeping correct registers of the 
inmates cf each house, and of the movements of the population. ‘They shall report all 
cases of sickness and death to the District Medical Officers They should ‘explain to the 
people in their circles the necessity of registering their relatives’ deaths and should 
aire them to produce teliable evidence of the cause of their friends’ or félatives’ deaths 
and advise them, in the absence of other skilled ‘opinion, to avail themselves of the District 
Medical Officer's services. 


Part Il. 
MEASURES AGAINST THE IMPORTATION OF PLAGUE. 
(a) Arrivals by rail. 


4. Medical or other officers, appointed as Inspecting officers by the Resident, 
shall have power to examine all persons arriving by the rail at the Bangalore City 
Set Cantonment Railway Stations, and all such persons shall prodceed to the spot 
indicated by the Inspecting Officer for his medical inspection, and shall not depart from 
there without the sanction of the Inspecting Officer. 

8. The examination of females shall be effected by a female medical subgrdinate and 
every precaution shall be taken to respect the privacy of females who do not appear in 
public. 

9. In the case of persons arriving at the Bangalore City and Cantonment Railway

© No. 3t76.—It having been declared in respect of the Cantonments and Municipal 
limits of Peshawarfthat for the purpose of the definition contained in section 2, sub-section 
1, of the Glanders and Farcy Act, 1899 (XIII of 1899) as amended by the Repealing and 
Amending Act of 1901 (XI of 1go1) “diseased” includes affected with Lymphangitis 
Epizootica and Surra (Government of India Notification No. 72333, dated the 27th 
March 1906), the Chief Commissioner and Agent to the Governor-General, North West 
Frontier Province, under the authority vested in him by section 14 of the Glanders and 


Farcy Act, is pleased to make the following rules for dealing with the said diseases :— 


RULES, 


In proceeding under section 5 of the Act, an Inspector shall, as far as possible, con- 
duct his search in the presence of the owner, or of the person in charge, of the premises 
searched. 

2, Every person taving in his possession, or under his charge, any diseased horse 
shall observe the following rules :— 

ist.—He shall, as far as possible, keep the diseased horse and its attendants 
separate from other horses not diseased. 

and.—He shall give immediate information of the fact of the disease to the nearest 
police station, and the officer in charge of the station shall forthwith report 
the same to the Superintendent of Police, who shall communicate it directly 
to the Inspector, 

3: Horses which have been stabled or in contact with animals suffering from Lymphan- 
itis Epizootica or Sura, or which may be reasonably suspected to be sufferimz from 
ymphangitis Epizootica or Surra may be isolated and detained at the owner’s expense for the 

purposes of a diagnosis of the disease being made by means of bacteriological examination 
by a Veterinary Practitioner. No order for destruction shall be passed until a Veterinary 
Practitioner has certified that bacteriologial examination has revealed the existence of 
Lymphangitis Epizootica or Sura, 


& 4: The Inspector, whose duty it is under section 8 of the Act to cause the destruction 
“of any horse which is within ‘the limits attached to a police station, may give written SM! 
directions to the officer in charge of that station to destroy the horse. ‘The officer receiv- 
ing such directions shall have the horse promptly destroyed by shooting or otherwise. 
He shall also be responsible for seeing that the rule next following is complied with, or 
that the person failing to comply with that rule is proceeded against under rule 10. 

5. When a diseased horse is destroyed under section 8 of the Act, the owner, or the 
person in charge, shall cause the carcase to be buried, without delay, six feet below the 
‘Surface of the ground, and the skin to be slashed so as to prevent its being used, No person 
shall dig up or cause to be dug up the carcase of any horse so buried or any part of it, 


Provided that an Inspector may direct the carcase to be burnt instead of being buried,

3td.—By thoroughly scraping all the parts of the diseased horses’s stall or box or 
standing, particularly ‘those parts with which the diseased horse came in 
centact, and washing all wood, stone and iron work with boiling water, 

4th.—By the application to all parts above the flour with which the horse or 

* its droppings may have come into contact, of a coating of lime-wash made by 

mixing immediately before its use good freshly burnt lime with water, 

5th.—By cutting away the stuffed parts of the saddle used on the diseased horse 
and burning the same, and by passing bits and stirrup through the fire. The 
leather work of all saddlery, harness, etc., used by the diseased horse to be 
soaked in antiseptic solution, 

6th.—The shafts, splinter-bars and all parts of any vehicle which the horse has Been 
in contact with to be scraped and washed in a strong antiseptic solution. 


7th —By immersing the clothing of the attendants in a strong antiseptic solution. 


8th. —By attending to the carrying out of all measures which the veterinary Pract 
tioner deems advisable to adopt to prevent the further spread of the disease. 


7. The owner of a horse suffering from Surra shall carry ont all measures which the 


Veterinary Practitioner deems advisable to adopt to prevent the further spread of the 
disease, 


8. The Inspector shall grant a license for removal of a horse which has been in 
contact with a diseased horse only when he considers there is no danger of the first horse 
becoming diseased. 


If any horse which has been in such contact is removed without such license, the 
Inspector may require it to be taken back within the limits of the place from which it has 
been removed, 

g. In the event of obstruction on the application of a Veterinary Inspector or a 
Veterinary Practitioner, which application shall, if possible, be in writting, the police shall 
be bound to render such officers such assistance as may be necessary to enable them duly 
to perform their duties under the Act and these rules. 

10, Any person convicted of breaking any of the above rules shall be punished with 


imprisonment, which may extend to one month, or with fine, whick may, extend to R50, 
or with both,

Central depdts, 


1, There shall be five central depéts for stamps of all descriptions in charge of the 
Controller of Printing, Stationery and Stamps at Calcutta and the Superintendents of 
Stamps at Madras, Bombay, Rangoon and Karachi, respectively. These central depbts 
shall maintain a stock of stamps sufficient for two years’ consumption except in the.case 
of postcards, envelopes, newspaper wrappers, non-judicial stamps at rates from 2 annas to 

2, and stamps for copies, of which a stock sufficient for one year’s consumption shall be 
maintained, The Superintendents ,of Stamps in Madras, Bombay, Rangoon and Karachi 
shall for this purpose, forward, not later than the 1gth of August in each year, indents for 
the supply of the various descriptions of stamps required in the following $5 for the

g. Each local depdt shall, unless the local Government otherwise directs, maintain 
a supply of stamps not less than the probable consumption of five months, Local Govern- 
ments may direct that the supply to be maintained, either generally or in respect of any 
particular kind of stamp or in certain local depdts, shall be equal to the probable consump- 
tion of such other period as they deem expedient. 

10. As soon as the number of stamps in the local depdt falls below the number issued 
from the depét in the preceding six months, the officer in charge of the depét shall pre- 
pare an indent for a supply equal to the probable consumption of three months. The 
indent shall show in separate columns for each denomination of stamp of which a supply 
is required, the total of the balance in the local depét and any branch* depdts subordinate 
to it, the quantity sold in the preceding six months, and the quantity indented for, which 
should be approximately one-half of the quantity sold in the preceding six months, ‘The 
periods of “six months” and “three months” of this rule may, like that of five months 
in Rule 9, be altered by Local Governments to such other periods as they may deem expe- 
dient. This indent will be forwarded direct to the Superintendent of Stamps, Madras, 
Bombay, Rangoon or Karachi, or the Controller of Printing, Stationery and Stamps, 
Calcutta, as the case may be ; but the Local Government of any province may direct that

Faculties, Syndicate, Boards of Studies, Board of Accounts, Boards of 
Examiners, and any Committees appointed by the Senate, the Faculties, 
the Syndicate, or any of the Boards, and to keep Minutes thereof, 

(c) To conduct the official correspondence of the Syndicate and the Senate, 

(@) To issue all notices convening meetings of the Senate, Faculties, Syndicate, 
Boards of Studies, Board of Accounts, Boards of Examiners, and any Com- 
mittees appointed by the Senate, the Faculties, the Syndicate, or any of the 
Boards. 

(e) To perform such other work as may be, from time to time, prescribed by the 
Syndicate, and generally to render such assistance as may be desired by the 

‘ice-Chancellor in the performance of his official duties. 

It is competent to the Syndicate to grant to the Registrar, on full pay, leave of 
absence for one month in a year, or for an accumulated period not exceeding four months 
in five years. It is also competent to the Syndicate to grant him, on half pay, leave of 
absence which may be added to the period of leave on full pay for a period not exceeding 
eight months in five years. 

It is competent to the Syndicate to grant to the Registrar a gratuity or pension 
regulated as follows :— 

(a) After a service of less than ten years, a gratuity not exceeding one month’s 
salary for each completed year of service, 

(4) After a service of not less than ten years, up to 25 years, a pension not exceed- 
ing one-sixtieth of the average salary (i.c., the average calculated upon the 
last three years of service) multiplied by the number of years of completed 
service, 

(©) The pension will, in no case, exceed R5,000 per annum. ,

In January, 1907, the Senate will proceed to appoint a salaried Inspector for the 
purpose of inspecting Colleges affiliated to this University. Applications for the post. 
are hereby invited and they must reach the undersigned on or before the 17th December, 
1906, Candidates are required to send printed copies of their testimonials. Canvassi 
will be considered a disqualification. The appointment will be made by the Senate 
subject to the approval of Government, 

The Inspector of Colleges will be appointed in the first instance for five years only, 
but at the end of every such term he may be re-appointed. He must be a person of high 
academic standing and one possessing some experience of Indian Colleges. He will bea 
whole-time officer of the University and his salary willibe R800 per mensem rising to R1,000 
in five years by four annual increments of R50. He may be a Fellow of the University 
but must not be a Member of the Syndicate. 

The duties of the Inspector of Colleges will be— 

(a) to report on Colleges applying for affiliation, 

(6) to inspect affliated Colleges, and r 

(c) to inspect such schools as may, from time to time, be indicated by the 
Syndicate. 

It is competent to the Syndicate to grant to the Inspector of Colleges, on full pay, 
leave of absence for one month in a year, or for an accumulated period not exceeding our 
months in five years, It is also competent to the Syndicate to grant him, on balf pay, 
leave of absence which may be added to the period of leave on full pay for a period not’ 
exceeding eight months in five years. 

The Inspector of Colleges may, with the permission of the Syndicate, avail himself 
of the College vacations. 

‘The Syndicate may grant to thé Inspector of Colleges a {gratuity or pension regulated 
as follows :— 

(a) After a service of less than ten years,a gratuity not exceeding one month's 
salary for each completed year of service. 


(4) After a service of not less than ten years, up to 25 years, pension not exceeding 
one-sixtieth of the average salary (/. ¢., the average calculated upon the last 
three years of service) multiplied by the number of years of completed 
service: 

(¢) The pension will, however, in no case, exceed R5,000 per annum. 


In case of misconduct or neglect of duty, the Inspector of Colleges will be liable to 
suspension by the Syndicate and to dismissal by the Senate on the report of the 
Syndicate. 


The selected candidate will be required to join his appointment by the middle of 
February, 1907. He will continue to hold office not later than the Annual Meeting of the 
Senate in January, 1912,

After rule 19 insert— 

19-A (i) A chemist’s license covering the sale of medicated wines containing 
alcohol obtained by distillation in a proportion not exceeding 21 per cent. by weight 
(equivalent to 42 per cent. of proof spirit) may be granted by the Collector to any medical 
practitioner and to any respectable person bond fide engaged in the sale of drugs for 
medical purposes to the public, 

(ii) The fee for a license will be R50 for the year and Rr2-8 for any stated quarter 
of a year, 








If any person holding a chemist’s license sells any.medicated wine, or other 
preparation containing more than 21 per cont, of alcohol by weight or sells any such 
preparation as wine or spirit rather than as a tonic or medicine his license will be can- 
celled. No license is required for the sale of medicated wines containing less than ten 
per cent. by weight of alcohol. 7

2. Sales under this license shall be made only at the shop or premises specified in 
this license and at no other place. 

3. Except upon the order of a qualified medical practitioner the licensee shall not 
knowingly sell or supply any article covered by this license for consumption by minors or 
persons of unsound mind, 


4. Except when granted in the name of a firm, -all licenses are granted personally 
to the person named in the license. 


5. No licens@ is transferable. 
6. In the event of the licensee becoming in solvent or otherwise incapable of personally 


conducting the business for which his license is granted, or dying during the period of its 
currency, the license shall forthwith cease to operate and determine. 

7, When the period of currency of a license has expired, or when a license has ceased 
to operate, or when a license has been withdrawn or revoked by the Collector the licensee 
shall cease to sell medicated wines containing alcohol obtained y distillation thereunder 
and shall forthwith surrender the license to the Collector.

LICENSE TO WORK A BREWERY UNDER SECTION 5 OF ACT XII OF 1896. 
License to work a brewery for the manufacture of malt liquors of any description 
according to the European method at in the district of is 


hereby ited to subject to the conditions prescribed in the rules made 
by the Chief Revenue Authority, under sections 8 and 55 of Act XXII of 1881 as amended

by Act XIII of 1890 (corresponding to sections 9 and 65 of the Excise Act, XII of 1896) 
regarding the time aed bahcat of the issue and return of liquor from and to a brewery 
and the payment or refund of Excise duty, to such other rules for the security of the 
public revenue as may be hereafter made and issued under the same authority and to the 
Ponditions hereinatter specified, the infraction of any of which rules or conditions shall 
entail forfeiture of license, 

1. No attempt shall be made to extract spirits from the grain or refuse of the brewery 
unless the brewer also holds a license to possess and work a distillery. 

2. No wholesale vend of malt liquor shall be made at the brewery without a wholesale 
license or retail vend without a retail license. 

3. No malt liquor shall be sold or given from the brewery to European soldiers or 
non-commissioned officers, whether with their regiments or on staff. or civil employ, without 
written permission of the Officer Commanding or other official superior, 

4. The brewer shall deposit any sum not exceeding Rs,oo0 that may be required by 
the Collector, under the orders of the Chief Revenue Authority, as security for abstention 
from any attempt to defraud the revenue by removing from the brewery liquor liable to 
duty on which duty has not been paid, or by rendering false returns of the outturn issues 
and receipts of liquors or from any act involving forfeiture of license. and the whole or 
such portion of the above sum as the Chief Revenue Authority may determine shall be 
liable to forfeiture in the event of any attempt to defraud the revenue or of the intentional 
commission of any act involving forfeiture of the license being proved, On the license 
expiring otherwise than by forfeiture, the sum so deposited shall be returned by the 
Collector. 

5. Such deposit shall further be at the disposal of the Collector for the discharge of 
all payments, whether of Excise duty or of fines or forfeitures, to which the brewer may be 
liable by law, by these rules, or by the conditions of this license. 

6.°The brewer shall provide suitable accommodation within the brewery for any Excise 
Officer or Officers who may be there stationed to check the outturn, issues and receipts of 
fermented liquors, and to see that the provisions of the Excise Act and of the rules framed 
under it are duly complied with. 


7. The Excise Officer or Officers stationed at a brewery shall be allowed free access 
at any time of the day, and if specially authorised by the Collector or other officer in char; 
of the brewery at any time during the night, to every part of the brewery premises, for 
purposes of inspection’or for the performance of Excise duties. The Collector or other 
officer placed by him in charge of the brewery shall be allowed free access to every part 
of the premises at any hour of the day or night. 

8. The brewer shall provide and maintain sufficient and just liquid Imperial measures 
and other necessary and reasonable appliances to enable the officers to take account of or 
check by gauge or measure all casks, jars, bottles or other vessels issuing from, the brewery, 
and must render all reasonable assistance to the officers in the gauging, measuring or check 
of|such vessels. 

g. The brewer shall maintain the following books :— 


(a) A book showing the quantity of fermented liquor manufactured and issued 
from the brewery, with a detail of the places to which liquor issued has 
been consigned and the names of the consignees. -* 

(6) A book showing returns of fermented liquor, made at the brewery or receipts 
of liquor, whether imported or Baluchistan brewed, with a detail of 
the persons and places by whom and from which liquor has been returned 
or received. This book ‘should show in a separate column any imported 
beer received at the brewery on which duty has been paid at the port 


of landing “and on which duty is not again chargeable under these 
rules. 








10. With the sanction of the Revenue Commissioner, payments and refunds of duty 
in any licensed brewery may be made by book credit in any account kept for the purpose 
by the Excise Officer in charge of or the Excise Officer stationed at the brewery, on the 
understanding that the account thus maintained be settled quarterly and that any sum 
found to be due by the brewer be paid into the nearest Government Treasury within one 
week. of the expiration of the quarter. 4 

.. 11, A quarterly account shall be prepared by every brewer and shall be forwarded b; 
him to the Collector of the district on or before the 1gth day of each of the months ot 
January, April, July and October. Such account shall show the total quantity of liquor 
issued during the preceding quarter, the quantity on which duty was payable, the amount 
of duty paid either in cash or by book credit, the quantity of liquor returned unsold to the 
brewery, and the amount received as a refund of duty actual paid, Any other returns 
regarding the outturn and receipts of liquor at the brewery or the payment or refund of 
Excise duty that may from time to time be prescribed or required under the orders of the 
Chief Revenue Authority shall be promptly and punctually furnished,
